Harrisburg, Pa., Aug. 2.—Pennsylva­ 
nia's public service commission, creat­ 
ed by the act of July 26, 1913, to su­ 
persede the state railroad commission, 
aud to have authority uAP^th^ service, 
rates aud operation o? rn We than a 
score of classes of public utilities, was 
appointed by Governor John K. Tener 
as follows: 
Chairman, Nathaniel Ewing, of Fay 
ette, chairman of the railroad commis­ 
sion from its organisation in 1908, and 
former United States court judge, ten- 
year term. 
S. Larue Tone, of Allegheny, gen­ 
eral manager and chief engineer of 
ihe 
Pittsburgh 
railways, 
nine-year 
term. 
Samuel VV. Pennypacker, former gov­ 
ernor and former judge, member of 
the railroad commission, eightiyear 
term. 
Emory R. Johnson, of Philadelphia, 
professor of transportation and com­ 
merce expert, University of Pennsyh 
vania, seven-year term. 
Milton J. Brecht, of Lancaster, mem­ 
ber of the railroad commission, six- 
year term, 
Charles Frederick Wright, Susque­ 
hanna, banker and former state treas­ 
urer, five-year term. 
Frank M. Wallace, of Erie, banker, 
four year term. 
The new commissioners will receive 
salaries of 110,000 a year and will 
hold regular meetings twice a month 
and conduct investigations and handle 
complaints under the manifold provis­ 
ions of tile act. 
The 
attorney 
general will be the 
general counsel for the commission 
and will designate its attorney, proli- 
ably naming William N. Trinkle. of 
Philadelphia, now a deputy attorney 
general. The commission will select a 
secretary, marshal, investigator and 
other officers. 
The 
governor has requested the 
commissioners to meet with him at the 
capitol on Monday, it being the plan 
to have the commission organize soon 
after. 
The Indications are that the com­ 
mission 
will 
elect as its secretary 
Archibald Ti. Miller, of Philadelphia, 
secretary to ex Governor Stuart. 
The 
secretary will receive $5000 per year. 
In all probability the assistant conn- 
selship, paving $5000, will go to the 
western or northern part of the state. 
John P. Dohoney, of Harrisburg, mar­ 
shal of the commission, is believed to 
he in line for the position of investiga­ 
tor of accidents, paying $5000 a year, 
while the marshalship, paying $2000, 
will likely go west. 
W. Sumner Seibert, of Pittsburgh, 
now assistant secretary, and John G. 
Hopwood, of Bedford. chit»f clerk, and 
most of the attaches of the old com­ 
mission will likely be retained. 
Th** new* public service commission 
is well balanced It contains the three 
railroad commissioners, experienced in 
the work of that tribunal, two of them 
being lawyers. Professor Johnson Is an 
expert on transportation, es*i>eeially on 
carrying charges, and the author of a 
number of hooks. 


RAILROAD WORK 


Western Mar viand 
Planning for Big 
Traffic. Improving Terminals. 
Increased facilities for handling im­ 
port and export traffic at 
Port Cov­ 
ington, near Baltimore, by the W est­ 
ern Maryland Railway Company have 
been provided by the completion of the 
new open pier and the extension of 
the company’s freight yards a t that 
point. The open pier is the first of its 
kind to be built at Port Covington by 
the W estern Maryland. The railway 
, company, with the putting in service 
t of the new’ pier, has three 
piers at 
Port Covington, the other two being 
coal aud merchandise piers. The ex­ 
tension of the freight yards at Port 
Covington 
will 
place 
the Western 
Maryland in an advantageous position 
so far as freight yard terminals are 
concerned. 
The 
capacity of the old 
yards will be greatly increased, and 
this additional capacity 
will 
contri­ 
bute much to the prompt movement of 
traffic. The W estern Maryland is ex­ 
pending considerable money in Balti­ 
more, as it is elsewhere. 
Millen Sta­ 
tion is being remodeled and a new 
round-house is being built, the con­ 
struction of which has already been 
awarded.

Democratic Committee Ends 


Its Consideration. 


Washington, Aug. 2.—Consideration 
of the administration ucrr«*ney bill was 
practically ended last night by the 
Democrats of the house hanking and 
currency committee, after more than 
five weeks of constant and stormy dis­ 
cussion. 
The bill was ordered closed and re­ 
printed* and on Monday the Demo­ 
cratic committee members will take a 
formal 
vote 
on 
recommending the 
measure to the Democratic caucus. It 
will go to the caucus with the disap- 
pro\al of at least three members of 
the committee. 
As closed the bill differs little In 
Ba essentials from the administration 
measure framed 
by 
Representative 
Glass, Chairman Owen and Secret ai y 
of the Treasury McAdoo and approved 
by President Wilson. 
The complete government control of 
the federal reserve board, which will 
direct the new flanking and currency 
system, deemed .by the president the 
all-important factor of the bill, was 
retained. At the eleventh hour, how­ 
ever, th* Democratic members of the 
committee incorporated in the till I an 
amendment providing for an advisory 
hoard of bankers to "advise” the fed 
eral rose'V*. board. This amendment 
was in the nature of a compromise 
with the hanking interests, which pro­ 
ton ted vigorously against the exclusive 
government feature of the control of 
the board. 
Another important amendment In 
cor po rn ted in the bill altered the re­ 
discount section conferring the pow-er 
to require federal reserve banks to 
mutually rediscount paper. 
During 
consideration of the Glass 
filii the amendment to forbid Inter­ 
locking directorates in national banks 
was rejected, seven to five. President 
WH*on believed the provision extra 
neons.

HE TRIESTO SAVE 


Three Kilted by Deadly 6as in 


Wilmington Sewer. 


OTHERS 
HAVE GLOSE GAU. 


TAKING THEIR OWN MEDICINE 


Hero Attempts to Rescue Unconscious 
Men From Inlet and Ii Smothered to 
to Death. 
Wilmington, Del., Aug. 2.—A hero 
aud the two men he tried to save were 
killed iii this city when they were 
caught in a sewer inlet at Thirteenth 
and Lombard streets and all three 
were smothered to death. 
Tile sewer was entered by "Doc” 
Bouldman, colored, seventy years old, 
the oldest employe in the service of 
the street and sewer department. He 
was assigned to clean out the man­ 
hole, and had been in the inlet but 
a moment when he threw up his hands 
aud fell, face down, in the water in 
the bottom of the hole. 
Jacob Monk, who was working with 
Bouldman, immediately went to his 
aid, urn! shouldering the unconscious 
man, started to climb out of the pit. 
lie had reached the rim, when he, too, 
lost consciousness and fell hack into 
the gas-filled hole with his burder. 
A inure heroic 
rescue never has 
been attempted tha nthat which was 
essayed by Pert Trusty, of New Cas­ 
tle, a driver for Charles Warner & 
Co. 
Tiusty saw Monk’s futile efforts 
to get out of the hole, and knew that 
the chances were against his coming 
out alive 
he ventured after the two 
men, but he did not hesitate for a mo­ 
ment. 
"I must try to save these men,” he 
cried, and, dropping the reins from 
his hands iie leaned from his wagon 
and let himself down into the deadly 
fumes. Ile raised the body of Monk 
in an effort to hand it to persons 
standing iii the street, and then fell 
back, overcome. The crowd procured 
a rope and pole, aud Trusty was haul­ 
ed out and hurried to the Delaware 
hospital. 
He 
was pronounced duad 
when examined there. 
Bouldman and Monk were also taken 
to the hospital, but they failed to re­ 
spond 
to 
pulmotor treatment 
and 
were declared dead by physicians. 
Two other men almost lost their 
lives in heroic efforts to save the un­ 
fortunate workers. John Washington 
and Anthony oBston ventured into the 
Inlet and were taken from the hole 
unconscious. They wo re revived with 
difficulty.

Caracas, Aug. 2.—T hat the revolt, 
started several days ago by adherents 
ut Cipriano Castro, the deposed presi­ 
dent of Venezuela,

stag e which has inspired th( govern 
iuent with fears of a general uprising 
against th e Gomez to assum e dicta­ 
torial powers until the m ovem ent Is 
crushed. 
O eneral Oomez sent a circular to 
the governors of all the states, inform 
lug them th a t the C astro faction is in 
arm ed rebellion and asking them for 
co o p eratio n to quell the revolt. 
T he circular sent out by President 
Gomez says; 
“General Cipriano Castro, Impelled 
by am bition and the craze for power, 
has provoked a revolt tu Ibis republic 
by ordering his partisans to arm them 
selves against the constitutional gov 
em inent. 
“ Already rebel forces in several lo 
can tles have disturbed the public or 
der. 
It Is necessary for you to be on 
the side of the governm ent to crush 
the rebels. 
“Th** peace of the country, which 
consclentoua Venezuelans are bound 
to conserve, cannot be left to the m er­ 
cy of adventurers who possess no Idea 
of decency. I truBt you will fulfill your 
duty.*' 
In official circles It Is asserted that 
the country as a whole Is against the 
revolt and that the governm ent wttl 
be able to retain th e upper hand and 
crush the rebels, as President Gomez 
has 
received 
assu ran ces of support 
from the state governors. 
Fights between th e forces of the 
state governm ents and the rebels are 
occurring on the Colombian border and 
the eastern part of Venezuela. General 
Rosalio Gonzales Invaded the state of 
T aehira from Colombia, but wa/ de­ 
feated by General Romero and forced 
to retreat.
